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rOEEWOED 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  nation- 
wide organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsilDility  of  operating  a 
standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  .Agriculture  workirg 
in  cooperation  with  the  .Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  s-ummary  data  of  an  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa  and  the 
United  Stot es  . 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.    Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  m.ake  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tiiiie.    So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assem.hled  such  information  at  considerahle  cost* 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  "being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  "been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Pederal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Project 
65-I-72-I55  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project  665-72-3-36 
furnished  the  material  for  Tahles  38  and  kO  . 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  iiave  "been  released  for  pu'blication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect  d-ita 
on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.     Without  these  data  by 
townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  he  less  accurate 
and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AG-RICULTURAL  ST4TISTICS  -  KOSSUTH  COUHTY 


Kossuth  Co-unty,  estalilished  in  IS51 .  originally  was  part  of  old  Fayette 
County.    TTnen  first  established,  Kossuth  County  was  about  2.k  mxles  square  and 
its  northern  boundary  was  on  the  north  line  of  Township  97  >  lyii^g  immediately 
so-cth  of  Bancroft  County.     In  January,  1855 1        act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
Bancroft  Co"unty  ceased  to  exist  and  its  territory  was  added  to  Kossuth  Co'unty; 
the  north  half  of  Humboldt  County  was  also  added  to  Kossuth  County  at  this  time. 
In  1857  'tile  townships  taken  from  Humboldt  County  were  returned  to  it  and  Kossuth 
County  was  left  with  its  present  boundaries. 

The  first  settlers  in  the  county  were  Ambrose  4.  and  Asa  C.  Call,  who,  in 
July,  IS5U,  took  claims  along  the  Des  Moines  River  near  the  present  site  of 
Algona.    The  place  was  long  known  as  "Coil's  Grove."    Later  the  same  yeaJ  a 
settlement  was  made  on  the  west  side  of  the  Des  Moines  River  about  four  miles 
below  Call's  Grove  and  still  another  settlement  was  made  at  the  present  site 
of  Irvington. 

The  formal  organization  of  the  county  took  place  in  August,  1855 >  and  the 
county-seat  y/as  located  on  the  cl;/.im  of  A.  C.  Call.     The  place  was  named  Algona 
by  Ivirs,  A.  C-.  Call.,     The  n.ame  is  of  .ALgcnquin  Indian  origin. 

In  the  fall  of  IS70  the  Milwaukee  Railroad  was  completed  to  .ALgona.  Tnis 
gave  the  county  an  outlet  to  the  Mississippi  River  and  Chicago,  and  materially 
assisted  in  the  development  of  that  region,  l/ 

In  April,  I852,  this  county  was  the  site  of  a  terrific  battle  between  the 
Musquakie  and  Sioux  Indian  tribes.     The  battle  was  fought  on  Section  8,  Township 
96,  and  Range  28.     The  Sioux  were  vanquished  with  great  slaughter  and  the  Mus- 
quakies  returned  to  their  home  in  Tama  County,  2/ 

.An  attempt  by  the  Gener■^l  Assembly  in  I87O  to  make  a  new  county  out  of  the 
former  county  of  Bancroft,  to  be  named  Crocker,  was  declared  unconstitutional 
by  the  Str.te  Supreme  Court  on  December  11,  I87I,    .Article  XI,  Section  2  of  the 
Constitution  prohibits  the  erection  of  new  counties  having  less  than  U32  square 
miles  of  area,  and,  as  Crocker  Cotmty  had  less  than  this  number,  it  co\ild  not 
be  org--nized.  ^/ 

Area 

Kossuth  Ccjuity  is  2k  by  kl  miles  in  extent,  embracing  973  square  miles  k/  , 
or  622,720  acres.     Of  this  number,  603,983  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands.  ^/ 
There  are  27  townships  and  it  r-^^nks  first  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,

Soils 

The  soils  of  Kossuth  Coimty  are  grouped  into  three  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  91.9  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Clarion 
loams — U0,3  percent,  Webster  loams — 51. ^-  percent,  and  Dickinson  fine  sandy 
loam — 0c2  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  1.8  percent  of  the  total  area  and 
are  divided  into  Sioux  lo3jns-«--l  .5  percent,  Fargo  silty  clay  loam — 0,1  percent, 
Buckner  fine  sandy  loam — Oel  percent,  and  Hancock  loam — 0.1  percent.  The 
swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  6.3  percent  of  the  area  of  the  county  and 
are  divided  into  Wabash  losons — 2.3  percent,  Lamoure  loams— 2.2  percent,  peat — 
0.5  percent,  muck — 1.2  percent,  and  gravel  pits — 0.1  percent.  6/ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  Kossuth  Coimty  is  generally  flat  or  undulating,  marked 
here  and  tiere  by  a  low  hill  or  ridge.     Some  of  the  areas  are  gently  rolling 
and  a  few  along  the  Des  Moines  River  and  Black  Cat  Creek  are  strongly  rolling 
to  broken.     In  the  southern  part  of  the  county,  south  of  a  line  passing  through 
Whittemore  and  Irvington  and  about  a  mile  below  Saint  Benedict  and  Wesley,  is 
a  drift  plain,  characterized  by  smooth  surface  and  narrow  belts  of  strongly 
undulating  land  adjacent  to  some  of  the  drainageways .    This  drift  plain  is 
crossed  b.;  the  last  2ork  Des  Moines  Eivur.    Sorth  of  this  line  the  elevation 
is  higher  and  the  land  is  not  so  flat,  although  it  is  smooth,  and  only  small 
areas  are  rolling  or  broken.     The  surface  is  marked  by  numerous  flat  depressions 
and  potholes.    Scattered  knobby  hills  rise  20  to  50  feet  above  the  plain  level 
and  small  stre-^ms  are  found  in  this  part  of  the  county. 

The  generel  slope  of  the  land  is  to  the  south  and  the  East  Pork  Des  Moines 
River  and  its  tributaries  drain  the  entire  county  except  the  north,  central, 
and  northeo.stern  parts,  which  are  drained  northward  into  Minnesota  by  the  BIvb 
Earth  River. 

Union  Slough,  now  drained,  is  a.  depression  about  12  miles  long  and  from  -f 
to  1-^-  miles  wide;  it  is  bordered,  for  the  most  part,  by  well  defined  precipitous 
banks  20  to  30  feet  high.  7/

The  e.verage  temperature  for  10  years  (193O-I939)  was  degrees.     2/  The 

average  precipitation  for  5^  years  (IS76-I93O)  was  3O.58  inches,  and  the  growing 
season  averaged  I53  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Hay  k  and  October 
recorded  from  I892  to  I93O.  ^/

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Population 

Altho-cgh  the  settlement  of  this  county  was  rather  slow  in  the  early  years, 
the  population  growth  has  heen  quite  rapid  since  ISJO.     In  193O  there  were  26 
persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  kk.    The  following 
ta.hle  shows  the  numher  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  lO-year  intervals:

In  1930  "tile  foreign  horn  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  10,569,  or  ^-1,9  percent  of  the  total  popiiLation.     Of  this 
number,  there  were  5,^92  of  G-erman  descent,  9^2  of  Swedish  descent,  87I  of  Nor- 
wegian descent,  and  689  of  Danish  descent.     Other  nationalities  had  very  small 
representations,  ik/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  28  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county — 
11  elevators,  12  creameries,  2  livestock  enterprises,  and  3  petroleum  plants. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  U,191  members,  of  wnich  3.^11  ''^ere  active,  and  8,723 
persons  did  business  with  the  28  con^ms.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness volune  of  $2,62^-,957  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $567»663 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  b"uy  ynd  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
fiJinction  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  I5/

The  record  year  for  apples  was  I909 ,  when  ^17 , 808  trees  and  U2,888  bushels

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were  reported.     In  193^  there  were  only  21,819  trees  and  U,372  Isushels  listed. 
The  greatest  number  of  ploi  trees,  lU,23S,  was  recorded  in  1909 »  ^'^^  ^^^e  greatest 
production,  1,^25  "bushels,  was  in  I93U.    The  greatest  production  of  grapes, 
13.033  pounds,  occurred  in  I93U.    There  were  2,202  cherry  trees  in  I909,  but  the 
greatest  production,  200  "bushels,  was  recorded  in  193^«  I6/ 


Uote  Regarding  yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows; 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (k)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  ass\:mes  that  acre- 
age not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193^  and  1936*  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  hot  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  and  not  by  townships.    The  township  yields  for 
these  two  j'-ears  ,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by  town- 
ship with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to 
get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  covnty  summary  table 
figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  aJ^cL  193^  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on 
that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied. by  the 
acrea.ges  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  ma,;y  be.. derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assijuned 
to  be  equal  in  aJLl  utilizations.    The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  I93U  and  I936.

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Tables  33         3^  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  en  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the ' 
unadjusted  State  faricn  assessors'  figures.
